effect, nnd it xvouid pay every turkey- 
raiser to acquaint himself with its or- 
igin and course, its prevention and 
cure. 


Nature of the Disease. 


The early symptoms presented by 


affected birds are not particularly char- 
acteristic. 
Affected 
birds, however, 


will separate from the remainder of 
the flock. This separation or lagging 
behind does not appear to be a desire 
for seclusion but the result of being 
unequal to the taijk of keeping up \vith 
the others from physical exhaustion. 
Tho droppi 
s are more fluid than 


normal, ami may be streaked with yel- 
loxx-. 
Gas bubbles may be sufficiently 


mihierous to sive a frothy appearance. 


The head may be, and usually is. 


darker in color than normal. 
This 


dark coloration mav disappear and re- 
appear at irregular intervals xvlu'le 
the bird is at rest, but excitement usu- 
ally causes a bright red coloration. 


The best means of early diagnosis 


is the examination of the droppings 
for evidence of. diarrhoea or a xelloxv 
coloration of the faeces.

Prevention and Treatment.

at once. 


The placing of the poults on clean, 


sanded board floors in a dry. -well light- 
ed and well ventilated building with a 
southern exposure, is considered a 
means of prevention. 
The continued 


contact with the floors, however, tends 
to xx eaketi the poults. We believe it to 
he au advantage to see that they are 
quartered on sanded board floors at 
night, and pre\-ented from ran^ine in 
rhe early morning when the grass is 
wet.
